Kerosene in a can w itll the cap 
removed is always deadly, and it 
is really surprising that more peo­ 
ple do not lose their lives through 
the careless handling of kerosene 
in kindling fires. 
lf you must use kerosene, or 
"coal oil", in starting fires, never, 
never, never take the can of liquid 
close to a stove or other place 
where there is fire, but j>our the 
liquid upon the 
kindling 
away 
from the stove, leave the capped 
can away from the place where 
the fire is to be kindled, and then 
apply a match to the kindling. 
Time after time I have seen the 
charred bodies of men, women 
and children and once, another 
newspaper man and I carried tubs 
of water and drowned out the fire 
that was consuming what was left 
uf six human beings in a single 
home. 
The seventh, 
who

starting the tire 
with 
kerosene 
when the can exploded, escaped, 
horribly burned, but died within 
24 liours. The family lived on the 
Tvvay farm on the Woods road in 
Paint Township. 
Again I say to you folks who 
use kerosene in kindling fires — 
don't do it if you value your life 
and tile lives of those about you. 
for in the past 50 years kerosene 
and gasoline have claimed more 
lives in the community than have 
been lost in wars.

their return these diseases will be 
introduced into this country . The 
danger is probably not very great 
that they will get much of a foot­ 
hold because most of them depend 
for spread on insects that cannot, 
or at least do not, live any where 
except in tropical climates. 
The 
situatio n has, 
however, 
given an impetus to the study of 
tropical diseases both among prac­ 
ticing phy sicians and in the cur­ 
riculum in our nudical schools. 
All medical schools now have 
courses in tropical medicine given 
by experts in that field. 
The newer gi n* ration of prac­ 
ticing doctors will be- w< ll trained 
both by precept and experience if 
they serve in the Mediterranean, 
South Pacific or Indian war the­ 
atres in tropical diseases. 


Malaria 
Malaria, th# commonest and 
most dangerous of all tropical dis­ 
eases, has alway s and still is pres­ 
ent in some part? of the United 
States, particularly in the delta 
reg.on of the His issippi. We are 
beginning to see a few sporadic 
cases in the No rthern States in 
the persons of sol ours and sailors 
returning from the combat areas. 
The civilian or home practitioner 
must be on the alert for these be­ 
came the patient may present a 
set of sy mptoms entirely unfamil­ 
iar to him. Prom London comes a 
story of a fly ing officer who re­ 
turned from a malarious c untry 
to spend a few- day s in his home 
towm. He developed a high fever 
with sy mptom? of meningitis and 
wa? treated for every thing except 
malaria, from which in a few day s 
he died. His doctor was a sound 


practitioner, hut he just 
nev er 
thought of malaria. 
Dy sentery , both 
amebic 
and 
bacillary , is present in all the 
three active w ar zones. Both forms 
are quite likely to be brought to 
the United States, but with proper 
precautions for the water supply 
they are unlikely to spread, 
Filiariasis is 
present in 
all 
three theatres of war. It is caused 
by a little threadlike worm which 
enters the blood through the bite 
of certain flies. It causes unsightly 
deformities called elephantiasis, 
bu: very rarely , and returning 
soldiers who have become infected 
wath the condition need have little 
fear of that or any other serious 
consequences. 
I once kn* w a British colonel 
with a record of India service who 
was full of filiaria, but the only 
way it affected him was that the 
little worms would prowl at night 
ar u get in the retinal vessels of 
his ey es and he had horrible dream 
illusions of dragons and snakes 
pursuing him. We have had filiar- 
iasis in some parts of this country , 
n Ubly around Charleston, but 
after it was recognized it was 
easily eliminated. 
Its spread is 
very dependent on optimal condi­ 
tions of temperature and humidity . 


Ty phus Fev er 


Plague has alway s been a po­ 
tential danger to all the world 
when trouble was brew ing. It rides 
with the other three horsemen of 
the Apocaly pse. But even this re­ 
mote po-sibility is mitigated by 
the good result? being obtained 
against plague with the now sulfa 
drugs. The returning soldier is 
not likely to bring back fleas or 
n t s in hi? knapsack and without 
them no plague. 
Ty phus fever is not likely to he 
brought back here to the United 
States by returning soldiers be­ 
cause a good delousing will obliter- 
a* 
the danger; the louse and the 
flea alone ?pread ty phus* 
Tropical diseases, such as sleep­ 
ing sickness, oriental sore, and 
Kala-azar, are so dependent on 
climate for their spread that there 
is little danger of their getting a 
foothold in the continental United 
States.

ONION SETS are the sho rt cut 
to hav ing o nio ns in the small Vic­ 
to ry garden. They are also labo r 
•av era if y o u want ex tra early 
o nio ns. 


Onio n sets are the small dry 
bulbs o f o nio ns which were gro wn 
last y ear. They can be purchased 
by the pint o r quart at mo at seed 
sto res. One quart o f o nio n sets 
will plant a 100-fo o t ro w. 


White, red and y ello w v arieties 
o f o nio ns can be o btained in o nio n 
sets. The white v arieties, ho wev er, 


are the mo st po pular. Plant o nio n 
sets o ne inch deep and three 
inches apart in the ro w as illus­ 
trated in the acco mpany ing Gar- 
den-Graph. The bulbs will start 
gro wth almo st immediately and 
will be o f edible size within a few 
weeka In many gardens . o nio ns 
gro wn fro m sets are the first re­ 
turn fro m the garden. 
It is no t wise to plant to o many 
o nio n sets at o ne time, since suc­ 
cessiv e plantings can co ntinue as 
late into the summer as the sets 
remain ta go o d co nditio n.
